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OUR STRAWBERRIES 


WIN 


FAME AFAR. 


ALF a million dollars is the esti- 
mate of revenue which the straw- 


will yield this season. The berries are 
now returning to their growers between 
$5000 and $7000 per day. The season 
will run three and one-half months. 

From a few acres, planted for com- 
mercial purposes about twelve years 
ago, the industry has grown to one of 
the largest of its kind in Southern Cal- 
ifornia. There are about 2500 acres 
under strawberry cultivation. ‘The 
largest area in any district is found at 
Gatdena, where 900 acres.are devoted 
to the raising of the delectable berry. 
Other large fields are under cultivation 
at Tropico, Giendale, Irwindale and 
Strawberry Park. 

Until last year, large shipments of 
berries to far distant cities was prac- 
tieally unknown. When the season 
opened last: year and the canneries re- 
fused to take the berries grown an out- 
let of some sort was necessary and 
one of the berry dealers struck upon 
the plan of shipping the fruit in car- 
load lots. As a result about thirty cars 
of berries wefe sent out of this terri- 


EAST AS FAR AS CHICAGO. 


Up to the present twenty-two car- 
loads of strawberries have left Los 
Angeles this season. Some of them 
have gone ac far east as Chicago. 
When received there, the fruit was re- 
ported to be in excellent condition and 


ceived three cars of Los Angeles ber- 
ries this season and they have all been 
shipped through in a good state of 
preservation. Other cars have gone to 
Spokane, Portland, Sait Lake City, 
Goldfield, and the. majority to San 
Francisco, which territory depends on 
Los Angeles for its erry supply. 

Cc. 8. Marston, of the firm of Marston 
& Martin, which is shipping 6 per 
cent. of the grown this season, 
estimated that the shipments this year 
will run over fifty cars. “We have 
shipped nearly as many care at this 
time as were shipped in the whole 
season last year, and the berry season 
is only beginning to reach its zenith. 
Our strawberries will continue to move 
out in carioad lote until the Grst 


at. 
These shipments do not con- 
re- 


crates, from 
are sold out 
to the retafll trade end resold to the 
housewife for immediate use or for 


canning. In addition to this, the can- 
neries of this section will consume a 
great portion of the crop. The Cali- 
fornia Fruit Canners’ Association has 
a standing order with the growers for 
1000 tons of berries to be delivered 
within the next two months. The 
Bishop Company has a similar order 
and there are a number of smaller 
canneries which are taking as many 
berriés as they can handle. 
OTHER INDUSTRIES ASSOCIATED. 
The production of the berries has 
given fise to the several tributary in- 
dustries, chiefly box factories and tin 
shops. iIn the Gardena districtva large 
factory employs half a hundred people 
in the manufacture of trays, crates and 
refrigerator boxes, which are used in 
shipments of less than a cariload. The 
cooling cases are lined with zine and 
made in different sizes, carrying from 
twenty-four to 104 baskets of berries 
tn addition to sufficient ice to last on 
a trip of several days. 
The berry producers are about all 
Japanese. The orientalis produce % 
per cent. of the strawberry crop in 
Southern California. They have been 
in control of the preduction for the 
past three years. White men cannot 
complete with them, owing to the dif- 
ferent method they have of cultivating 
the berry, the great industry which 
they use in bringing the fruit to ma- 
turity and their cheap methods of liv- 
ing, which makes it possibile for them 
to work for lees wages than are de- 
manded by the white gardener. The 
owners of the strawberry land were 
formerly the producers, but this has 
changed. The white people still own 
the land, but find that it is much more 
profitable to lease it to the Japanese 
than to produce the berries themselves. 
METHODS OF PROTECTION. 
The method of protecting the grow- 
ing berries from worms and insects 
differ. Chief among these, however, is 
sulphuring, which in no way affects 
the wholesomeness of the fruit. The 
recent poison scare was brought about 
more through the ignorance of over- 
indnigent berry eaters than by the 
actual sickness caused by poison. The 
Horticultural Commission found that 
poison spray had been used only in 
one or two isolated cases and that the 
reason for sickness lay in an over- 
indulgence In the aciduous fruit.
